Governor Frazier in Proclamation 


Calls on State to Swat Blazes 


Out of Loss Causes 


MAJORITY OF CLAIMS 


CLASSED PREVENTABLE 


C overnor Frazier today joined with 


chief executives the nation over in re- 
questing that October 9, the anniver- 
sary of tbe Chicago fire of the seven- 
ties, probably the most disastrous con- 
flagration in American history, be ob- 
served as "Fire Prevention Day."

It has called tc 
the head of this department Eugene T 
Lies, for raimy years general suporln 
tendent of tho XJnitod Charitie? of Chi 
cago, a man of wide experience anc 
ripe judgment. 


Mr. Lies uns one of those who at- 


tended a conference of national and 
division otiicprs of the Red Cross 
called at Chicago by John J. O'Connor 
director of the central division, and ai 
this conference Mr. Lies outlined his 
policy. Later, at the National Confer- 
ence of Cliiritles at Pittsburgh, Mr 
Lies enlarge! upon this subject. He 
made it very plain that it is a labor ol 
love, and in no sense of charity, thai 
the Red Cro-> has undertaken. 


"We must reweniber," f aid Mr. Lies, 


"that there is not the faintest shadow 
of 'charity' in its usual meaning, at- 
tached to thi-3 work we are undertak- 
ing. If there is want among the fami- 
lies of our Mildlers and sailors, it is 
not because they h.-ne been idle or 
wasteful, or improvident, or that they 
have been in anywise to blame. Rather 
It is because they have done the finest 
and the noliiest thing possible, and 
have given t,. their country those to 
whom they have looked for support 
and protection. 


"We go to them, not as doing them a 


charity, but a* expressing our gatitude 
to them for what they have done—as 
a duty •fle o«e to those whom they 
have given to flght our battles. Look- 
Ing at It in tiiis light, we can see how 
little we can afford to permit any one 
of these to Mi'Ter because of the noble 
thing they lute done."
